Calumet,

27.— Charles 
H. Moyer, president of the W estern 
Federation of Miners, was put on a 
train and sent out of the copper strike 
district. 
The deportation was the direct re­ 
sult of refusal of families stricken by 
the Christm as eve disaster here, in 
which seventy-two were killed, to ac­ 
cept relief from a committee, the ma­ 
jority of whose members belonged to 
the 
Citizens’ alliance, 
an 
organiza­ 
tion combating the live-month strike 
of the federation. 
Moyer’s sudden departure followed 
a heated conference with members of 
the 
Citizens’ alliance, 
who charged | 
that he had ordered 
strikers’ fami- j 
lies 
not to accept any portion of the | 
|26,000 relief fund. 
I 
The alliance men demanded that he 
retract statements credited to him, 
that the cry of “ fire" was raised by 
a member of the alliance. 
Moyer, it was said, refused to make 
a retraction satisfactory to the com­ 
mittee. 
A short time later he and an­ 
other man went to Houghton, where 
they boarded a train for Chicago. 


M iners Express No Surprise. 


At the local federation headquar­ 
ters Moyer’s departune was called a 
“ kidnapping 
by 
the 
Citizens' 
a lli­ 
ance.” 
The action was said to have 
caused no great surprise, as it was 
said that threats of such a iKissibility 
had 
been received two weeks ago. 
It was pointed out that these threats 
had been reported by Vice President 
Mahoney when he had made a plea 
for a federal investigation of condi­ 
tions before the rules committee of 
the lower house of congress. 
"Th e 
high handed 
action 
of the 
Citizens’ alliance will have no effect 
upon the strike situation except to 
strengthen the men in their deter­ 
mination to win,” said one of the lo­ 
cal union officials. 
“ W e have 
an ample 
organization 
and plenty of funds and plans to meet 
this contingency 
were 
made weeks 
ago. 
If the so called ’outside agita­ 
tors’ are not to be permitted the right 
of free speech 
and legal* action in 
Michigan then we will call upon citi­ 
zens 
of this 
state for 
such 
aid in 
leadership as may be necessary." 
Inability to give away a cent of the 
$25,000 collec ted for the relief of the 
fam ilies 
stricken by 
the Christinas 
eve catastrophe confronted the com­ 
mittee which gathered the funds. E v ­ 
ery bereaved household told the men 
and women in charge of the distribu­ 
tion that they had been promised ade­ 
quate aid by the W estern Federation 
of Miners. 


Unprecedented Condition. 


Members of the relief committee 
selected at Thursday’s mass meeting 
blamed the unprecedented condition 
on the rumor that the man who start­ 
ed the panic among the striking cop­ 
per miners' children 
wore the em­ 
blem of the Citizens’ Alliance, an or­ 
ganization opposed to continuance of 
the federation's strike. 
To combat 
this 
sentiment 
they 
obtained 
from 
Anthony Lecas. prosecuting attorney 
of Houghton county, a statement that 
he was satisfied from his own investi­ 
gation that the man who made the 
cry wore no insignia of any kind. 
In most instances the offers of re­ 
lief were refused 
without show of 
any feeling other than confidence that 
the union would be able to take care 
oi all wants. 
Exceptions to this rule 
were fairly numerous, however, and 
in one case two women were ejected 
from a home where two children lay 
dead. 
Mrs. John Vertin 
and 
Mrs. 
M arcus Sterk met their rebuff and 
after being shown the door gave up 
their mission and returned to report 
to relief headquarters. 
Efforts to learn the identity of the 
man who began the panic met with 
some success. 
Several persons gave 
lengthy affidavits to Prosecutor Lu­ 
cas’ investigators and from a descrip­ 
tion furnished by one fourteen-year- 
old boy it was hoped an arrest may 
be made soon.

prize fight in Richburg, Miss., with 
Jak e K ilrain. 


W om an Alone in House. 


Mrs. N eville, who was alone in the 
house, 
had 
run to

watch the president go by when sud­ 
denly the two machines stopped and 
the president himself alighted. 
Quick as a flash he darted up the 
front steps, followed by Dr. Cary T. 
Grayson, U. S. N., the secret service 
men and 
chauffeurs, 
who 
had un­ 
strapped the fire extinguishers from 
their machines and awaited the presi­ 
dent’s orders. 
Mrs. N eville was con­ 
fused. 
“ Don’t be alarmed," said the presi­ 
dent coolly. 
"Yo ur house is afire, but 
these men will put it out quickly if 
you will show them the way to the 
attic.”

New York, Dec. 27.— Twelve men 
drowned— two in the Fast river and 
ten the crews of two barges wrecked 
on the New Jersey coast —is th«« cost 
in human lives of the storm which 
swept over this city and vi«*inity. 
At Seabright. N. J., a fashionable 
summer resort. tw«»nty miles south of 
here, most of the houses have either 
been wrecked 
or are under 
water. 
Several 
hotels and many 
fine resi­ 
dences were among those undermined 
and damaged. 
Seventy families ara 
homeless. 


The damage done to property is es­ 
timated at $1,000.000, most of it borna 
by Seabright and other points along 
the northern section of the New Je r ­ 
sey 
coast.

losses are due to bulkheads giving 
way under the onslaught of wavea 
lashed into fury by a gale which at 
one time reached a velocity of nine­ 
ty miles an hour.
